ICOLAS  Machiavel  was  born  at 


iM  Fli)rence  on  the  3d  of  May  1469. 
His  father’s  n.1me  was  Bernardo,  his  mo¬ 
ther’s  Bartolommea.  They  were  both 
deiccndrd  from  illuftrions  families, 
which  had  always  borne  the  moft  ho¬ 
nourable  offices  under  the  republic  from 
its  lirll  foundation  to  the  time  of  which 
we  arc  wTiting:  though  it  is  laid  to  be 
now  almoft  tw'o  ages  fince  the  family  of 
Machiavel  became  exttmft,  there  is  one 
of  his  defcendents  ftiil  living  at  Florence, 
whtifc  name  is  Gi.lmbattifla,  and  whofc 
works  prove  him  to  be  a  learned  man. 

Though  it  is  known  that  Bernardo 
Machiavel,  the  father  of  our  author,  ftu- 
dicil  jurifprudcnce;  and  that  his  mother 
Birtolommea  dedicated  her  time ‘to  the 
Miifes;  yet  it  is  impoflible,  at  this  re¬ 
mote  time,  to  difeover  what  education 
they  beftowed  upon  their  fon :  but  we 
.  nuy  conclude,  from  the  great  number  of 
writings  which  hi  left  behind  him,  that 
he  was  bred  to  a  very  hardy  tcihpcra- 
ment  of  body,‘  to  which  he  Joined  the 
molt  intenfe  application  in  his  ftudies. 
It  appears,  by  his  writings,  that  he*  was  ' 
avcrlc  from  indolence,  was  very  a^fivc, 
Audious,  and  had  a  heart  inclining  rather 
to  boldncfs  than  to  gentlenefs.  Authors 
pretend  to  alTufe  Us,' that,  being  once 
hifpcdtcd  of  batching  a  'confpiracy  againft 
'  ‘-"VoL.  XlX.*  '  . 


the  family  of  the  Medici,  he  was  adjudg¬ 
ed  by  the  fenaic  to  undergo  a  very  grie¬ 
vous  punilhment  w'hich  wa**  common  iii 
.  thefe  limes,  and  that  he  fuffered  it  with- 
‘  out  betraying  one  im predion'  of  pain  or 
fear,  with  hii  countenance  as  ferene  and 
unruffled  as  nfnal ;  which, Mf  true,  was 
no  bad  pr  *  .f  of  that  firm  and  undaunted 
■fpirit  which  is  vifible  in  every  page  of 
his  wbrks. 

It  has  been  common,  for  the  two  lalh 
ages,  to  confider  Machiavd  as* a  gfeat 
hidorian  and  politician;  and  Tome  have 
regarded  him  as  a  complete  mail  tr  in  the 
art  of  war* '  Ncverthelefs,  neither  hi» 
hiftory  of  Florence,  nor  his  difconrfe 
upon  Titus  .Livius,  nor  his  prince,’  nor 
his  letter  to  Pope  Leo,  difplays  fo^ truly 
the  feal  beht  uf  hii  genius  as  his  treatife 
on  the  military  aft.  I  have  read  frveral 
books  which  treat  this  art  in  detail,  par¬ 
ticularly  French;  and  it  is  ftrange  that  I 
have  never  fern  any  mention  of  Machia- 
Tcl  made  in  them,  although  it  iscertaia. 
that  the  molt  important  and  material 
rules  contained  in  thefe  books  were  bor¬ 
rowed  from  his  treatife  on  the  art  .of 
war.  It  is  true,  his  ideas  might  %ave 
been  extended  or  refined  by  fucx:ceding 
writers  in  pfopi^rt»«m  to  the  progrefi  or 
the  improvement  of  the  art;  but  all  of 
them,  in  feme  degree  or 'other,  have 
reared  tbefr  fabrics  upon  tlM  foimdation 
which  was  laid  by  him,  and  have  only 
improved  the  materials  which  he  cx^rad- 
ed  from 'the  ignorance  of  a  barbarout 
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afTC-  Nor  would  it  be  diflicuU  to  prove,  in  cnir  polTefllion  thofe  dricourfet  which 
that  the  cufti^m,  now  lo  univcrlal,  of  he  made  to  I'o  many  princes  with  whom 
reftinp  the  whole  ftrength  of  war  upon  he  was  engaged  on  public  affairs,  ahduf 
the  infantry  rather  than  the  cavalry,  was  thufc  harangues  by  which-  he  roofed  his 
dciivrd  from  him.  This  improvement  fviIow>cttizen»  to  againft  the  focsiof 


holds  the  hrft  place  in  the  art  of  war; 
.md  that  ii  Ihcnld  have  originated- from 
Machiavtl  ws  afl^iniOdng,  wiicn  \rc  confi- 
der  two  thinps;  jy/,  That  he  never  was 
a  foldier ;  and,  li^r,  That  in  hts  time 
the  infantry  of  an  army  w.*»  held  in 
great  contempt.  Never  to  have  borne 
arms,  and  yet  to  have  pnbliflted  an  open 
declaration  agarnfl  an  efiaidilhcdcuftom, 
and  to  Ive  fnccefiful  tooagainft  prejudice 
and  opinion,  was  a  triumph  worthy  of 
the  genius  of  Machiavcl;  and  proves 
that  he  was  iK»t  conl^ricuous  as  a  hilh)* 
lian  aird  politician  only,  but  that  he  was 
eminently  fo  in  the  art  of  war  alfo. 

Tothefe  three  diftingudh.cd  titles  we 
may  add  that  of  tUtefman;  that  is,  a 
prafiicai  politician,  in  oppofition  to  the 
.thciM-y  of  the  ftudy.  How  lucky  was  it 
for  the  world,  that  there  were  found  (in 
I  kmtw  not  what  library),  and  publiditJ 
thole  letters  ulwch  bt  wrote  during  his 
ditferent  emlaanies  at  foreign  courts,  aud 
thofe  which  he  dictated  in  quality  of  Ic- 
cretary  to  the  republic  !  By  the  firfl  we 
difeover  1h>w  great  were  diligence, 
his  penetration,  hia  acuteuels,  his  ad> 
drefs,  his  art  in  fathoming  the  human 
foul.  We  imift  dive  deeply  into  ihefe 
letters,  to  difeover  the  extrauidinary  ta¬ 
lents  w  ith  w  hich  nature  had  endued  him, 
and  what  good  life  he*  made  of  them ; 
how  he  managed  and  rellrained  the 
cruel  difpofition  of  the  brutal  duke  Va¬ 
lentine,  and  drew  forth  from  his  deceit¬ 
ful  foul  the  moft  fccret  deligns,  the  molt 
concealed  plots,  always  oppufit>g  his 
<Urk  imjvoAnres  with  the  moft  artful 
limplicity,  and  fathoming  his  very  foul; 
how  he  bridled  the  turbulent  fpirit  of 
that  other  mifcrcant,  John  Paul  B.ignom, 
continually  Ci>untcrading  him,  outwit¬ 
ting  lum,  and  alarming  his  perfidious 
heart  with  fuch  terrors  as  would  have 
prevented  him  from  his  daring  defipns, 
had  it  been  pofTiblc  for  any  man  to  eSctft 
fuch  a  miracle ;  how  he  knew  lo  w’ind 
himfclf  into  the  humour  cf  that  terrible 
ro;>e,  Julianll.  to  flatter  him,  to  gidn 
his  good  graces,  and  to  wiii  him  to  the 
beft  interefts  of  his  republic.  How  un¬ 
lucky  it  is  that  we  arc  ignorant  of  his 
ncgc»cia:ions  with  the  emperor,  and  with 
the  king  of  France,  to  whofe  courts  he 
had  been  deputed  ^  aud'thai  wc  have  not 


his  country  ! 

By  the  fecond*  [letters,  whigh  he  wrote 
in  quality  of  fecretaiy  to  the  republic] 
we  difecTii  how  the  public  councils  were 
elucidated  by  his  nnderftanding,  and 
with  w  hat  addrefs  he  formed  all  bis  pro-i 
je^i*,  and  inticcd  every  one  to  a^t  bis 
part  in  them  wliieh  he  had  allotted  for 
them  ;  hovv  he  directed  even  the  ii)feri«T 
members  of  the  flitc  vciih  moft  artful 
policy,  h.ere  excrciiing  .  his  perfuafion^ 
and  thcie  his  an  h<nity;  encouraging, 
revyar-iing,  e:diorii;j^,  inaifin^  blaminu 
reprimanding,  in  every  inftance  exadly 
confvirming  t«)  the  time,  the  bulinefs,  the 
cireumftances,  and  the  perlous. 

Let  us  recolleih  all  thefe  truths  toge¬ 
ther;  let  us  weigh  them  carefully;  and 
let  us  C'vnfidcr  Maehiavel  a«  a  Ample- 
ton  !  which  many  iagicioHS  Monks  hire  ' 
l>eeh  pleafed  todo,.and  in  particular  the 
Jefait  liuccheAni  ! — lu  truth,  it  is  not' 
contended  that  he  was  podefled  oCgovid 
morals  : — But  th  u  he  wa^  a  ftmpleton  ! 
— Good  heaven  I  one  muft'  be  a  Monk 
indeed  to  advance  tb  impolUblc  a  falfc* 
hood. 

Excluftve  of  that  train  of  clbfc  and  fe- 
rious  thinking  which  was  neceflaryto 
difcliargc  the  duties  of  the  important 
cmplovment  that  he  held,  Mkchiavel 
polfefl'ed  fo  refined  a  gaiety,  niiidi 
g(KKl  h.imour,fi)  varioi^^'and  fo  fpright- 
ly,  that  he  feemed-to  have  two  fouls  ro 
one  body;  one'  intirdy  feribiis,  arid  the 
other  intirely  comic.  Let  thofe  who  af¬ 
fect  to  lie  fo  enraptured  with  the  DccA- 
mcron,  read  attentively  his  t;dc  of  Bclfc- 
^rcvand  let  them  tell  me  whether  there 
is  in  the  firfl:  any  t.ile  that  cm  be  cond- 
pared-  with  the  latter,  whether  we  con6- 
der  it  with  refped'  to  the  Angular  inTcn* 
iron  difplayecf  in  it,  the  cafe  and  humoor 
of  the  thoughts,  which  blend  fo  grace¬ 
fully  with  each  other,  or  the  corredt  ele¬ 
gance  of  the  ftile;  infiimucb  that,  if  Mj* 
chiavel  had  taken  the  trouble  to  compofc 
a  nrimber  ot  thefe  tales,  it  is  very  pro- 
bible  that  Boccacc  would  not  have  W<J 
the  Arft  rank  as  a  novelift. 

And  what  ftiall  we  fay  of  his  coiBC* 
dies  ?  How  admirably  arc  the  unities  ^ 
adtion,  time  and  place  united  in  the®J 
What  natural  charaders  arc  difpliy^ 
in  them !  What  well-conceived  inirigt^»

To  be  fare,  all  thefe  things  are  very 
good.  Here  is  enough  of  mirth,  of  mer*> 
riment,  and  of  fpordng:  here  is  enough 
of  every  thing  luitaWe  to  the  time  and 
occalion — of  every  thing — except  re//- 
Ston,  I'hc  mod  ficrcd  fedivalin  our 
k.ikndar,  iiidead  of  beingcelebrated  with 
that  pious  joy,  that  chridian  cheatful- 
tiefs,  which  weie  the  great  purpofes  of  iti 
inftituUon,  is  converted  into  one  con¬ 
tinued  fceiie  of  riot,  profligacy,  and  dc- 
luuchcry.  That  divine  aera,  which 
uftiercd  the  Son  of  G6d  into  the  world, 
beaming  mercy  and  immortality  on  the 
foils  of  nxn,  ferves  now  as  a  fignal  for 
Icwdncfs  to  throw  off  the  made,  for  the 
wanton  to  become  more  wicked,  for  the 
profligate  to  become  niore  profane. 

>  Our  ancedors,  who  have  taught  oa 
tQ^ny  good  things,  would  teach  utiomex 
(hing  woithy  of  ims^alioniit  this  pQtnt 


alfo;  if  we  had  virtQe  enough  it*. 

Thefe  brave  men  cohfldercd  thfii  antiuaf 
fedrval  as  the  fcafon  for  calling  (forth* 
their  mod  ferious  thoughts;  if  they  (bi4 
the  doors  of  their*  Ihops  or  couuting- 
houfes  at  the  approach  of  Chridmas,  it 
was  only  to  retire  into  their  .clofets^  au4 
to  prefent*  thi^r  ^alitude  to  heaven. 
Thus  it  ferved  as  ?/pur  to  make  them  ' 
more  geixrous,  more  virtuous,  and  more« 
religious;  and  this  naturally  infpiriAg 
mirth’  and  chearfuincfs  (for  true  r^ltgtoa 
is  always  chearfiil),  their  very  woi^ip 
t^ame  blended  with  an  innocent  and  . 
laudable  feiUvity ;  which  made  it  not  f 
only  a  religious,  but'  (as  they  .caUed  it) 
a  merry  Chridmas.  This  waa  the  true 
and  original  meaning  of  >  the  phrafe ; 
which  we,  wanting  only  an  excufo  to  be  • 
riotous,  liave  perverted  from  its  real  tx* 
planation.  We  make  Chridmas  excef- 
fiycly  merry,  only  by  being'  exoefllively 
wicked ;  and  we  celebrate  the  fofttvity  of 
our  Sisioiir,  as  if  we  were  roinidcriDg 
the  mad  orgies  of  Bacchus.— But  pro¬ 
fligacy  is  the  charadefidic  of  this  wretch¬ 
ed  age.

SIR, 

The  year  177$  is  now  ended,  and  has 
been  no  left  remarkable  for  natural 
events  than  for  revolutions  in  politics. 
From  Chridmas  feventy-one  tothe  'foft 
of  April  follui^'ng,  we  in  this  part  of  the 
world  had  aimed  one  continued  dorm. 
The  fprface  of  the  earth  wau  but  fcldon\ 
feen  .by  reafon  of  foow.  April  18. 
little  was  fown,  the  froft  wasfevere,  and 
the  thermometer  dood  6  degrees  below’ 
freezing.  Accounts  of  hurricanes  and 
inundations  were  tranfmitted  from  eve¬ 
ry  quarter  of  the  globe.  None  was  fo 
remarkable  in  this  kingdom  as  that  mof^ 
furpriflng  quantity  of  rain  which  fell  in 
the  month  of  September,  in  tlx ^pace  of 
two  hours,  round'the  feats  of  lord  Ruth^ ' 
yen  and  Mr  Oliphant  of  RofTie. ,  On  the 
high  grounds  of  Scotland  the  crop  was 
in  great  danger  of  Ixing  wholly  loft  in 
many  places,  and  was  much  damaged  in 
mod ;  and,  when  old  Martinmas  came, 
the  ^Ids  were  not  indrely  cleaned* 
Young  pidgeons  were  taken  from  their

iy  afil'wer  the  (ujipole  |Hopoftd;  yet,  as 
B^ioklcllers  have  I'o  otten  im poled  \ipon 
the  public  by  Ijieciiius  propolils  lor  ule- 
tul  books  to  be  publillied  by  n  ficiety  of 
yii fitlffnefi^  the  public  i.s,  in  general, 
with  jult  rcaton,  prejudiced  againlt  every 
propolal  of  thin  kind;  and  tiwrefoic  it' 
i>ecume3,  in  forae  meaiiire,  a  duty  in- 
cumlrenl  u;h)ii  everyone  who  pnjpofts  a 
thing  of  this  kind,  to  remove,  if  he  can, 
this  gnat  bar  to  the  Inccefs  of  the  un 
dcrUking.  On  thcle  accounts,  as  a  ical 
friend  to  every  ufcful  prodiKiion,  1- 
Avon  Id  ufc  the  freedom  to  addle  the 
gentlrmeu  who  arc  engaged  in  this  un- 
ilerl.iking,  if  they  really  are  deferving  of 
that  honourable  appellation,  and  mean 
to  piiWilh  a  work  that  has  any  title  to 
originality,  to  fall  np«)n  I'omc  plan  that 
may  to  them  ap’^ear  eligible,  to  give  the. 
pubiic  fome  intimation  of  the  means 
they  have  adopted  to  render  that  work 
d»*fcrvmg  of  their  approbation  ;  and,  if 
they  arc  poffclfed  of  any  original  draw* 
ings  for  new  maps, or  any  otiitr  eflential 
imprmement,  let  them  l>e  iecn  to  fomc 
man  of  known  capacity  and  integrity, 
Aviiole  lingle  alteftalion  of  the  merit  of 
thcle  .would  do  more  to  promote  the 
f.«lc  of  their  b.Auks,  than  twenty  pages  in 
folio  of  their  o'sn  compofing  coiikl  do. 

Although  I  am  afraid  that  there  is 
little  really  original  to  be  looked  for  in 
t.hii  publication,  and  that  of  courfc  any 
hints  that  might  be  of  ufc  to  them,  if 
t:ut  were  the  cafe,  will  be,  in  a  great 


meafure,  thrown  away ;  yet,  in  cafe  it 
ihould  be  olherways,  I  will  venture  to 
recommend  one  circumltance  ^  their 
notice,  w'hich,  if  duly  attended  to,  may 
Ik' of  ulc  to  them.  Tlie  great  detett  of 
almofl  all  maps  that  ever  were  publilhcd 
is,  that  they  are  too  much  crouded  with 
names,  mountains,  trees,  &c.  to  as  to 
appear  confufed  and  indiltinCk  to  the  eye. 
This,  I  imagine,  proceeds  from  a  dclire 
in  the  publilhtr  of  thcle  maps  to  make 
the  one  that  he  may  publilb  fuperfede 
the  ufe  of  a  great  many  others;  but  the 
ciiief  delign  of  the  publinitr  of  any  fyl- 
tern  of  geography  (Uight  to  be,to  contey 
to  the  mind  a  dillini^t  idea  of  the  fiiua* 
tion  and  general  diipofition  of  tiiofe 
jrarts  of  the  globe  of  which  he  treats; 
and  1  leave  it  to  the -experience  of  every^ 
man  to  fay,  whether  he  will  obtain  a 
more  diilind  idea  of  the  general  litua- 
tion  of  EurojH ,  by  looking  upon  a  map 
in  w  hicii  are  niirked  only  the  names  of 
the  fcvcral  kingdoms  into  which  it  isdi< 
videil,  with  one  or  Iva’o  of  the  cai>ilal  ci¬ 
ties  in  each,  and  on  which  are  delinca- 
tv'd  only  the  piincipal  rivers,  and  tome  of 
tiiule  great  ranges  of  mountains  that 
perhaps  traverle  Icvcral  countries  ;  or,  by 
examining  another,  in  whjeh^s  marked 
aimoll  every  town  and  village,  and  upua^ 
w  hich  is  delineated  every  rill,  and  inuun* 
tain,  and  wooii.  Tlic  one,  though  per¬ 
haps  linall,  g’rv’cs  a  diltinc^f  idea  of  the  fe- 
vcTdl  grand  divifums  atone  glance;  the 
(ilticr,  although  perhaps  of  much  greater, 
extent,  is  lo  crouded  with  objeilta,  that 
nothing  can  be  diltrnclly  feen;  and  the 
eye,  after  wandering  over  it  for  fomc 
lime,  b*ew*ildcred  in  the  croud,  conveys 
no  didiiiCt  idea  to  the  mind,  and  at 
length  turns  from  it  with  difguA;.  Let 
me  therefore  advife  thefc  gentlemen  to 
fparc  theinfclvcsthe  trouble  of  engraving”^ 
luch  a  multiplicity  of  cbjei^s  as  is  ufual 
either  in  their  general  or  particular  maps; 
fur  it  is  of  much  greater  con ftquence  for 
a  learner  to  form  a  diftind  idea  of  the 
whole  than  to  perplex  himfeif  in  fearclt^ 
of  minute  parts;  for,  if  he  has  a  dilfiod 
idea  of  the  country  in  general,  he  can 
eafily  fupply  the  w'ant  of  a  town  by  con-; 
fulting  his  Gazetteer,  or  by  applying  Ao 
a  particular  map,  which  he  will  umallyl 
find  when  bis  reading  obliges  him  todr 
Icend  into  greater  minntiz. 

If  this  hint  can  be  of  any  ufe  to  the 
gentlemen  concerned,  it  will  give  roc 
pleafure;  and,  if  it  was  imagined  thaC' 
they  were  really  ingenueui  in  iheif  pro- 
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pofils  T  not  but  many  other  gen- 
tliiiiMi,  who  w’llh  well  to  fcieuce  as  well 
.V  myldb  wouKl  tui  nilb  them  with  fomc 
i.tiui  hi^t^and  obdTvations  that  might 
ttii  l  to  their  ailvantage;  h)r  it  is  luicly 
Ihi  ildiic  of  every  man  of  liberal  fciiti- 
juc  its  lo  promote  every  defign  that  may 
tiid  to  relied  honour  upon  his  country,

it . Migiit  to  be  the  lludy  of  every  man  of 
I'.ttt.’tty  to  dil'crMirage  every  attempt 
th'i  may  Ik  made  to  impofe  upon  the 
and  to  puniih,  in  an  exemplary 
t!i‘  .mr,  thofc  .who,  by  an  impudent  fpe-

One  Mr  A <9  w/;,  yet  alive,andingoodcir- 
ciiniltances  (fur  numberlefs  arc  the  per- 
1  'IIS  he  maintains,  in  almoft  every  coun¬ 
try  in  Kurope),  well  ftricken  in  years 
l'»o;  for  Adam  and  he  were  initiated  in 
yr.i.nmar  at  the  fame  time,  and  withal 
ttruth  forces  me  to  own  it)  exceedingly 
•hulife,  for  he  never  can  foibcar  calling 
r.aiuts;  this  Mr  Noun,  pray  obferve, 
^iiitltmen,  was  not  long  ago  married  to 
ore  of  the  moft  antient  gentlewomen  in 
the  uiiiverfc,  by  name  Mrs  Relation,  a 
rc!:ition  of  Ids  own,  and  of  yours  and* 
mine  too,  if  I  be  not  miftaken. 

l^pon  the  body  of  this  Udy  he  begat, 
trt  his  lei  fore  hours,  live  children,  all 
v.eD^conditioned  creatures,  and  in  good 
'•ife;  namely.  Genitive,  Dative,  Ac* 
cujative,  locative,  and  Atlative,  i 
Now,  the  principrd  intention  of  this 
P3pcr  is  to  inform  you,  that  thefe  per- 
fv'iis,  f(»me  of  whom  may  perhaps  be- 
known  to  you,  were  all  4 he  children  of. 
•f  tld  Mr  Noun,  and  Dot\as  ibc  matter 


has  lieen  erroneoufty  reprefented  to  you) 
fomc  of  them  his  children,  and  the  relt 
his  grand-children,  and  great-grand- 
children. 

It  is  well  known  to  thofe  who  know 
any  thing  of  the  matter,  that  Mr  Noun 
did  not  only  iKget  tlicfe  children  I  have 
mentioned,  but  a  plurality  of  others  be* 
iide. 

Of  the  five  already  named,  I  (hall  give 
a  brief  account ;  keeping  ftridly  to  the 
truth  of  the  ftory,  as  far  as  it  has  come 
to  my  knowledge.  • 

Gene  the,  the  oldeft  fon,  w'as  remar¬ 
kable  for  an  early  emulation  of  tus  fa¬ 
ther,  in  the  generative  or  begetting  way  ; 
for,  in  his  younger  years,  travelling  into 
Greece,  he  had  a  little  affair  of  the  heart 
with  a  nymph,  who  bore  him  a  Ion,  cal¬ 
led  Genitive  Abfolute, 

If  I  remember  right.  Ablative,  the 
youngeft  of  the  brothers,  had  a  fon  too^ 
in  latter  times,  w'ho  bore  the  name  oi 
Ablative  Ahfolute* 

Genitive  Abfolute,  Abla* 
the  Abfolute,  were  hcad-ftrong,  unna-  ' 
tural  young  dogs,  and  had  the  lirnamc 
of  Abfolute  given  them,  for  this  reafon^ 
that,  like  Ahfalom,  they  rebelled  againd* 
their  parents,  wonld  not  be  governed  by 
them,  nor  by  any  one;  and,  what  it; 
more,  difowntd  all  their  relatious,  dif- 
claimed  all  connexion  with  them,  and 
wotilci  agree  wdth  no  body,  but  on  evay- 
occtifion  profelled  to  aCt  independent  of 
all.  .  . 

Mr  Noun%  fecond  fon,  Mr  Dative^ 
was  a  moft  generous  gentleman:  hit* 
hand  was  always  open ;  and  with  him  it' 
was  nothing  but  aik  and  have.  Meeting, 
a  beggar  one  day,  near  his  (eat  in  the 
country,  he  inquired  if  be  had  got  any 
thing  from  the  peo|4c  in  Ore  lioufc* 
The  poor  man  told  him,  that  he  had> 
not  a  ftiirt  to  his  back,  and  had  juft  been^ 
begging  the  lady  of  the  hmife  to  give* 
him  any  old  one,  though  it  were  ever, 
fo  much  worn,  but  ccHild  not  obtain  it.  * 
Now,  pray  oblerve  the  good  heart  «f> 
Mr  Da  the, %  who  had  his  coat  and* 
waift‘Coal  taken  oft',  and  laid  liantUbme— 
fy  over  the  hedge,  by  the  time  the  man 
liad  made  an  end  of  his  ftory ;  'and  pul-/ 
ling  his  ihirt  over  his  cars  in  an  inftjnt, 
gave  it  moft  cordially  to  the  beggar, 
faying,  “Take  this,  honeft  fdlow  1  I’ll/ 
warrant  my  wHc  will  give  me  a  (hirt* 
though  (he  wouki  not  give  you  one.*’ 

Mtfi  Accufathe  was  the  ouly  daugh-; 
ter  that  Mr  Noun  had,  and  was  detef* 
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tfd  by  her  fchool- fellows  when  a  pirl, 
for  an  ill  ciiftom  Ihe  had  of  telling  every 
thing  Ihe  knew ;  however,  (he  correded 
that  falling  afterwards;  and  when  Ihe 
lived  in  the  high  ftation  of  an  old  maid, 
bad  her  com;>any  m\)ch  courted,  for 
telling  fifty  thoufand  things  Ihe  did  fiot 
know.  She  has  refided  a  long  time  in 
the  quality  of  a  houfe-keeper,  with  an 
old  gentleman,  a  man  of  buliiu  Is,  and  a 
foieigner  too,  as  I  ihonld  imagine  from 
bis  name,  one  Mr  l''erhuJ7i  aflivc 
Jignificam,  However,  I  hear  flie  is 
not  in  the  heft  fituation,  for  he  puts  all 
the  work  of  the  honfe  upon  her,  and 
makes  her  lead  a  fid  life. 

I'ocativey  the  next  in  order,  was  a 
roaring  boy  in  his  youth,  and  feemed 
formed  and  falhiontd  by  Nature  for  a 
crier;  but  hath  attained  to  higher  pre¬ 
ferment,  being  an  eminent  jneacher  a- 
mong  the  Methodifts,  and  mnrh  valued, 
by  that  witnelhng  Ixxly,  as  a  poliflied 
jliafl  meet  for  tabernacle  woik. 

As  that  uinfi  be  an  exceeding  poor, 
jnconfiderable  family  that  hath  not  fome 

w - es  and  thieves  in  it,  Mr  Nouns  fa* 

mily  did  not  lie  under  that  imputation, 
their  virtue  not  being  deftitntc  of  a  foil 
to  fet  it  otf.  Dative  and  Ablativcy 
though  in  their  perfims  moft  like  one  to 
another  of  all  their  father’s  children, 
were  moft  diflimilar  in  their  difpofitions. 
J^ative  was  almoll  always  in  the  giving 
mood;  but  his  brother  Ablative  knew 
l^etter  what  belonged  to  taking  away. 
He  followed  that  employment  through 
all  its  branches;  fometimes  in  a  quiet 
jmxltft  manner,  at  church,  or  play- 
Imufe;  fometimes  in  a  more  open,  avow¬ 
ed  manner,  on  the  high  way,  either  a- 
foot  or  a-horfeback,  as  it  fuited  his  con- 
\Tniercc.  Though,  for  thefe  pranks  of 
bis,  he  was  banilhed*  from  Greece  in  ve* 
Ty  antient  times,  and  never  lince  durfi 
fet  f<x>t  there,  yet  he  has  been  able 
to  maintain  his  ground  in  moft  Chrlftian 
countries,  and  carry  on  his  employment. 
Only  it  grieves  me,  gentlemen,  to  hear, 
that,  by  the  fliamcfnl  contrivance  of 
Ichoolmafters,  he  has  ventured  to  de¬ 
prive  many  a  hopeful  boy  of  his  feat. 

There  is  another  family,  the  hiftory  of 
vrhich  it  no  Icfs  concerns  you  to  know. 

Mr  Agenty  who  was  a  very  (lining 
man,  and  who  lived  in  days  of  yore  too, 
taking  a  walk  one  fine  morning,  chanced 
to  fpy  a  buxom  fuferntiWe  country  girl, 
whofe  name  was  SnHefiy  llecping  upon 
the  gra(i  at  the  edge  of  a  wood.  Mr 
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Agent  made  no  more  ado,  but  fat 
down  befidc  her,  and  made  hicnfrlf  ic- 
quainted  with  her,  without  lofs  of  lime. 
What  he  did  to  her,  1  (hall  not  fay;  but 
his  actions,  whatever  it  might  be;  was, 
in  due  time,  crowned  with  a  fultableef* 
feift,  in  ibe  birth  of  a  lufty  boy,  whom 
his  parents  called  * 

To  verify  the  faying  of  Solomwi!,'th3t 
no  man  knows  w'hether  his  fon  will  be  a 
wife  man  or  a  fiK)l,  notwithftaading  that 
Mr  Agent  was  a  very  clever  man,  big 
fon  Verb  w’as  abfolntely  good  for  no* 
thing.  To -talk*  everlaftingly  was  the 
full  amount  of  his  abilities. 

It  was  a  very  juft  obfervation  that  wai 
made  one  day  by  the  devil,  w'hen,  want¬ 
ing  to  imitate  the  fheep  lhearers,  he  had 
eft'iyed  in  vain  to  clip  a  hog,  which  he 
feized  upon  by  miflake  for  a  (liecp,  iiil 
eyes  being  fomewhat  difconccrtcd  with 
hard  drinking :  Stunned  almoft  t<i  death 
with  the  odious  noife  fet  up  by  the  filthy 
creature,  he  could  not  help  remarking 
with  a  grin,  “  Much  cry,  but  little 
wo«»l.”  Excepting  the  hog,  that  faying 
cou’.d  be  applied  to  none  more  propedy 
than  to  Mr  Verb.  There  was  nothing 
that  can  be  done,  faid,  or  imagined  by 
mortal  man,  w'hich  he  dwi  not  frequent¬ 
ly  talk  about;  and  not  a  fingle  thing  that 
he  was  capable  to  do.  He  w’as  one  of 
the  boldeft  men  for  an  alTertion  that  the 
world  has  ever  feen ;  for  there  w'as  no¬ 
thing  he  would  fcruplc  to  affirm;  but, 
in  naatter  of  proving,  his  bed  friends 
miift  ow  n  he  w'as  alw’ays  a  Utile  back- 
w’.ard.  For  a  fcrupulous  obfcrvance  of 
times  and  feafons,  the  moft  (uperftltioui 
could  not  outgo  him ;  and  there  was  no 
weaning  him  from  that  folly,  he  was 
fuch  a  tefty  moody  mortal.  Some  of 
his  friends  once  introduced  to  his  ac¬ 
quaintance  certain  ;>eoplc  called  Ad^ 
verbs y  in  hopes  that  he  might  learn  man¬ 
ners  from  them;  Iwit  how  that  plot  has 
fucceeded,  1  c.annct  fay.  One  of  the 
bed  thinks  I  can  report  of  him  is,  that 
there  has  alw'ays  fublifted  the  clofeft  ii^* 
timacy  between  him  and  Mr  Noun  ;  fo 
that  it  has  been  faid,  that  He  cannot  live 
a  moment  out  of  Mr  Noun*s  company; 
and  indeed  a  true  friend  (as  Mr  Nouti^ 
notw’ithftanding  liis  provoking  tonguCf 
mud  be  acknowledged  to  be)  is  an  io- 
eftimable  Hcffing. 

By  his  wives,  for  he  has  often-  been 
conjugated  in  tl>c  nuptial  date  with  very 
prolific  yoke* fellows,  he  is  happy  in  a 
numerous  offspring.  To'  name  all*  the 
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nfrf  ons  who  arc  his  immediate  defcen- 
dviits,  would  be  almolt  an  endlcfa  talk. 

k  incredibly  reported,  that  a  number 
of  ckver  young  fellows  of  the  name  of 
?artu  iple,  who  lodge  with  him,  and, 
aungwith  his  children,  partake  of  his 
Wi)rldly  goods,, are  bis  illegitimate  iflTuc, 
nioMuments  *of  the  Hns  of  his  youth. 
One  ot  them,  a  roguilh  fpark,  often 
rambles  up  and  down  the  country,  under 
tae  alTiimed  name  of  Gerund, 

There  only  remain  to  be  taken  notice 
of  two  yoiitjg  ladies,  natural  daughters 
of  ’lijuirc  Verify  who  (with  Ibrrow  1 
ipeak  It)  have  given  the  world  too  much 
eaule  to  talk  of  them.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  fupine  pofture  is  their  darling 
.attitude,  and  that  their  condu(5t  in  that 
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Ch  ARITY  Fam  E.  A  Fable,

The  reader  may  form  an  idea  of  the 
r'ttire  and  delign  of  this  publication  by 
tliv  following  extracts: 

“A  n\an,  fays  Plutarch,  to  tc  com- 
pkreiy  gheat,  muft  be  born  in  Come  fa¬ 
in  'll'  city. — London  boafts  the  birth  of 
Mt  Wilkch. — His  mother,  it  is  reported, 
V  Is  delivered  without  pain  or  labour; 
and  a  fp^iftrc  appeared  to  the  nurfe, 
vhich  foretold  that  the  child  Ihe  then 
fiicklcd,  fhould  prove  the  ornament  and 
fi.ppori  of  the  Britiih  empire;  circum- 
fiances  which  to  many  w^ould  have  ap¬ 
peared  trifling  and  enthufiallic,  had  not 
his  future  conduit  evinced  the  truth  of 
the  prediilion. 

“  Of  his  family  nothing  is  reported  but 
in  extremes;  for  whilft  fomc  w'ould  have 
him  to  be  the  fon  of  a  diftiller,  and  bred 
up  to  the  cafk,  others  trace  him  up 
to  a  mofl  illuftrious  origin:  but  when 
fome  of  his  friends  judged  that  heihould 
change  his  name  before  he  engaged  in 
f  ate  affairs,  he  prettily  enough  replied, 
that  he  would  make  the  name  of  Wilkes 
more  glorious  than  that  of  a  Catiline  or 
•i  Cade:  and  when  having  ferved  the 
high  and  important  office  of  fheriff  of 
London,  and  the  citizens  were  defirous 
making  an  oblation  of  filver  plate  to 
him,  fo  far  from  renouncing  his  origin, 
that  he  defired  his  figure  with  a  digger 
m  hU  hand  to  deftroy  a  monarch,  fhould 
he  engraved  on  the  fide  of  a  large  drink¬ 
ing  cup. 

“  Now  he  being,  as  Plato  fays  a  fcholar 
uught  to  be,  dtfpofcd  to  all  manner  of 
learning,  and  neglcdfiil  of  no  arts,  cul¬ 
tivated,  befides  his  other  ftudics,  an  early 
t  ifte  for  poetry,  and  with  fuch  wonder¬ 
ful  fuccefs,  that,  in  one  produdion  *,  at 
leaft  in  point  of  fentiment,  he  is*  fuppof- 
rdto  have  equalled,  if  not  excelled,  both 
3  Rodicflcr  and  Ariibotle.  In  progrefs

of  time  he  applied  himfelf  to  more  imr 
portaiit  ffiidies,  and  became  not  only  s 
moft  excellent  orator,  but  likewife  took 
in  fiibicriptions  for  piiblilhing  the  hif- 
tory  of  his  ow’n  country  f;  an  amazing; 
work  this,"  when  one  cqnfiders  all  his 
other  occupations,  that  he  was  at  that 
time  under  innumerable  difiicitltics,  nay 
was  abfolutely  engaged  to  furnilh  ojjt 
tw’o-and: thirty  paiagraphs  a*day  in  each 
news- paper,  ^fides  letters,  advertife- 
ments,  epigrams,  and  intelligence  ex¬ 
traordinary. 

“  But  the  never-to-be-forgotten  work 
was  the  North  Briton^  or  rather  the 
No.  45*  J  of  that  celebrated  paper,  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  late  rev.  Mr  Chur^ill,  and  ' 
containing  many  fpirited  attacks  againfl 
government,  which  not  being  well  re¬ 
ceived,  a  procefs  was  prefurred  againfl 
the  author.  Mr  Wilkes  being  never 
likely  to  have  a  more  fair  or  honourable 
introdudion  to  glory,  generoufly  de¬ 
clare  d  the  paper  to  be  his  own, — defied 
all  government,  and  has  been  admired 
and  rewarded  for  it.  In  fhort,  in  all  his 
writiugb,  whether  he  arraigned  the  opi¬ 
nions  of  others,  or  cftablHhed  any  doc¬ 
trines  of  his  own,  theie  were  always 
found  both  the  harmony  of  order,  and 
the  decency  of  religion. — 

“  But  §  fearing  fomc  creditors,  and 
having  fuffered  in  a  duel,  he  travelled 
into  France,  with  many  other  great  men^ 
for  the  recovery  of  his  health  and  for¬ 
tune.  There  he  lived  in  eafe  and  af¬ 
fluence,  fupplied  with  money  from  the 
difintereffed  in  England,  as  w’ell  as  with 
large  fums  arifing  from  the  fair  ofjcweli*^ 
and  other  articles  which  his  ^iU  and  ad- 
drefs  proaircd  him  abroad.  His  body 
daily  gaining  ftrength,  he  was  foon  mofl

toric,  amf  re- excited  all 'his  political  fa.- 
culties.

AS  U  much  time  had  been  taken  up 
hv  theic  tranfa^tions,  and  the  time 
Jrtwing  near  for  my  quitting  the  com- 
rrund,  major  Carnac  was  ordered  by  the 
governor  and  council  to  repair  immedi¬ 
ately  totakethe  command.  lleft  thearmy 
the  6th  of  January  1765,  and  met  major 
C'  jrnac  on  hi-J  way  to  take  the  command. 

1  Ill'll  told  what  niy  plan  of  operations 
\v  )u1d  be,  had  I  rjimaiiied  in  the  com- 
nniid,  and  which  was  as  follows: — As  I 
Ii  )ld  it  a  rule,  never  to  be  departed  from 
ii  that  country,  not  to  come  to  a  gene¬ 
ral  adion  with  the  enemy,  except  where 
every  thing  is  at  (take,  I  determined,  as 
\vc  were  in  pofTenion  of  (I  believe)  the 
greatift  part  of  Shujah  Dowlah’s  coun¬ 
try,  to  have  remained  fome  time  longer 
in  camp,  as  his  army  muft,  of  courfe, 
dirpcrl'e  when  his  money  was  out;  and, 
if  1  found  that  would  take  up  too  much 
lime,  I  would  march  the  army  towards 
Lucknow;  and  if  he  came  to  atftion,  t«» 
li.ue  then  Hiked  a  battle  with  him,  and 
taken  pi  il'eflion  of  Lucknow  and  lllaha- 
bad,  w  hich  was  his  whole  country,  with 
what  he  had  in  pefrtflTion. — I  told  this' 
to  major  Carnac,  who  faid  he  would  fol¬ 
low  t'le  fame  plan. 

The  company’s  governor  and  council, 
and  di  the  fervants  at  the  fettlcment  of 
t  .l.uttd,  or  elfewhcre,  were  under  no 
apprehcnfions  from  what  Shujah  Dow- 
lah  or  Cofllm  -  Ally  Khan  could  do  after 
the  battle  of  Buxar,  as  will  appear  from 
fcveral  letters  wrote  me  from  the  prcli- 
dtney,  and  by  their  letters  home,  after’ 
the  battle  of  Buxar. — The  company’s 
inveftments  for  Europe  were  carried  this 
year  in  the  fame  manner  as  ufual ;  they 
had  no  enemy  nearer  the  fettlemcnt  of 
Calcutta  than  800  miles,  and  that  ene¬ 
my  at  the  head  of  the  remains  of  a  con¬ 
quered  army  :  that  was  the  Gtuation  I 
left  the  country  in;  and  before  I  em¬ 
barked  for  Europe,  and  before  general 
Carnac  joined  the  army,  Sir  Robert 
Fletcher  marched  the  army,  took  poflTcf- 
fion  of  Illahabad  and  Lucknow,  and 
Shujah  Dowlah’p  army,  as  1  undeHlood, 
totally  difperfed.,

in  that  mutinous  dii^fition,  they  were 
regularly  paid  ? . 

They  were. 

^  Whether  you  know  of  any  pro- 
mife  that  had  been  made  them  of  an  in- 
creafe  of  pay,  or  trf  auy  promile  of  a 
prefent  made  from  the  Nabob? 

A,  I  am  lure  there  w'as  no  promiie  of 
increafe  of  pay ;  nor  do  I  know  of  any 
promife  of  a  prefent;  but  I  heard  that 
major  Adams  told  them  they  fhould 
have  a  prefent  from  the  Nabob,  if  they 
drove  the  enemy’s  troops  out  of  the 
country. 

What  do  you  apprehend  was  the 
cauie  of  this  mutinous  difpdlition? 

A.  From  the  different  actions  the 
troops  were  in  with  Coflfim  Ally  Khan, 
and  their  being  able  to  drive  him  fr.^m 
poft  to  poll,  under  that  gallant  officer 
major  Adams,  they  thought  themfclvca 
intitled  to  beneht  by  that  fuccefs;  and,  I 
fuppofe  owing  to  the  troops  being  in  the 
field,  there- muft  have  been  a  relaxatioa 
of  difeipline. — Thefe  are  the  motives 
that  I  fuppofe  induced  them  to  mutiny; 
and  probably  there  might  have  been 
large  promifes  from  the  enemy,  if  they 
would  join  them. 

Of  what  nation  were  thofe  Euro* 
peans  that  mutinied,  and  defertedto  the 
enemy  ? 

A»  Moftly  French — and  1  believe  fome 
Germans— I  don’t  know  whether  there 
were  any  Englifti. 

Whether  thofe  Europeans  were 
mixed  with  the  English  companies,  or 
whether  they  were  in  a  corps  by  them- 
felveS? 

A»  They  were  mixed  with  the  Eng- 
lifh  companies — 1  did  not  get  back  any  of 
thofe  deferters  except  one. 

^  Where  do  the  Indian  princes  get 
their  artillery  and  gun-powder? 

A,  Their  artillery  they  get  from  Eng¬ 
land,  Holland,  and  France;  for,  while  I 
was  in  India,  there  was  hardly  a  (hip 
came  there  that  did  not  fell  them  can¬ 
non  and  fmall  arms — the  gun-powder 
they  make  the  moft  of  it  themfelyes— ^ 
they  call  fome  cannon — but  there  is^  no 
black  prince  that  cafts  cannon  but  the 
king  of  Travclcorc-jlhot  they  caft  in  a- 
bundance. 

What  number  of  feapoyacan  bp 
got  in  the  Eaft-Indics? 

A*  I  believe  any  number ’you  pleafe— ^ 
The  cannon  and  military  ftorcs  ar^ 
fmuggled  into  the  country;  and,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  the  company  have  made  fome  ex- 
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nmples — 1  aUvays  thought  it  a  very  great 
fciruUl  that  Inch  things  ihouUi  bt*  luf* 
t\nx1 — 1  think  fuch  a  praviticc  might  he 
cahly  prevented,  as  to  the  tnglifli  Imug- 
jpli'n?. 

^  What  do  you  apprehend  would 
he  tne  means  of  making  the  ftapoys 
faithful  and  g(»od  folditrs:' 

//.  One  method  is  a  ftii^  difeipline ; 
another  is  leaving  them  to  aOit  with  the

ed  him  out  of  refpeCt  to  the  grand  vizir.’* 
Peterjhurgh.  Dec.  30.  “Thegreatelt 
hopes  are  entertained  here,  that  the 
peace,  which  we  have  at  prcfeni  a  pro- 
fpcCf  of,  will  prove  as  lading  at  if  will  be 
glorious  to  the  Ruflian  empire.  The

By  the  I'ccond, 
which  is  dated  the  i8th,  all  the  farmers 
who  have  rot  cultivated  iheir  lands  mull 
do  it  immediately;  their  lords  are  to  al¬ 
low  them  the  needful  time,  and  furnilh 
them  with  feed  and  c»)ru  for  fo  doing, 
under  pain  of  paying  the  lofs  which  may 
be  fuftained  by  ueglevling  it.’' 

li'arj'nv^  Dec.  19.  “  The  foreign 
troops,  which  dill  remain  in  this  capital, 
are  a  very  great  (vppreflion  on  its  inhabi 
tants.  Tlte  number  of  IVuiruns  amounts 
to  near  9000,  the  Imperialills  10,000, 
and  the  Riiflians  5000:  the  former  are 
quartered  itt  the  city  and  fuburbs, 
but  the  Ruffians  arc  in  the  canton¬ 
ments  within  a  few  miles;  and  the  pro- 
tifions,  which  ufed  to  arrive  daily  from

officers  of  the  three  ctirps  of  foreign 
troops  now  in  and  about  this  capital ; 
and  if  it  is  not  foon  com  prom  i  fed,  dread¬ 
ful  confcquences  mull  enfuc.  The  oe- 
caBon  was  thus;  at  a  fellive  meeting  at 
the  head  quarters  of  the  imperial  general, 
the  pretenfions  of  their  refpce^ive  maf- 
ters  to  the  city  of  Warfaw  were  the  to-, 
pics  which  engroffed  the  converfation  of 
the  generals, and  at  lalt  it  was  managed 
with  fuch  warmth,  that  feparatc  chal¬ 
lenges  were  given,  and  the  company 
broke  up  with  the  utmoft  confufion.

Berlin^  Dec.  26.  “  Thurfday  laft,thc 
24th  inllant,  was  performed  the  cere¬ 
mony  of  tlie  efpoufals  of  the  Landgrave 
of  Hefle  Caffel  with  the  princefs  Philip- 
pina  of  Schwedt.  The  exchange  of  rings 
was  made  by  his  Pruflian  majefty  in  the 
prefence  of  all  the  royal  family.” 

HOLLAND.. 

Amjlerdam^  Dec.  19.  “  There  is 

great  realbn  to  hope,  that  the  paufc  madr 
by  one  of  the  moft  eminent  houfes  here, 
will  be  of  no  material  confequcnce.  It 
is  generally  believed  the  reafon  of  this 
paufe  is  the  temporary  fcarciiy  of  money 
which  reigns  at  prefent  in  every  part  of 
Europe ;  and  as  merchants  from  all  parts 
of  the  globe  were  ufed  to  fend  their 
tffeds  to  this  houfe,  in  expeftation  that 
fuch  goods  would  fc>on  be  difpofed  of, 
and  therefore  drew  bills  upon  this  houfe 
previous  to  the  falc  thereof,  a  ftop  has 
certainly  been  the  confequcnce  of  the 
overflow;  but  w'e  are  aflured  there  will 
be  full  twenty  flullingsin  the  pound.” 

Haguct  Dec,  30.  “The  Zealand, 
Vanderbruyton,  is  juft  arrived  herefrom 
Surinam,  and  brings  the  difagreeablead** 
vice  of  that  fctllenrient  being  in  the  'ut¬ 
moft  danger  of  dcftru<ftion  by  the  In¬ 
dians,  negroes,  &c.  w  ho  are  alTembled 
in  great  numbers,  and  carry  devaftation 
whcrccverthey  go.  Many  of  the  plan¬ 
tations  have  been  burnt,  and  the  plan¬ 
ters  with  their  families  have  been  mur¬ 
dered.

Advices  from  the  Hague,  of  the  hted 
date,  fay,  **  The  apprehenfions  which 
the  naetchants  here  were  under  from  the 
failures  at  Amftcrdam,  U-gin  to  fubfide, 
ak  from  the  accounts  which  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  from  Rotterdam,  Flulhing  Ut- 
iccht,  aod  ZcalaiKi,  mod  of  the  monied 
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men  in  thofe  places  have  contriboted 
large  fums  to  prevent  any  further  iU 
confequences  from  the  affairs  of  the 
Cliffords,  which  will  be  made  up  much 
fooncr  than  w’as  at  fird  expeded.  • 

By  lettess  from  Amderdam  which  ar-  I 
rived  yederday,  we  learn,  that  the  fai¬ 
lures  of  Medrs  Cliffords  was  chiefly  oc- 
calioned  by  an  uncoinmon  run  upoa 
them,  fr('m  the  merchants  concerned  ia 
the  Hamburgh,  Dantzick,  and  Rufliao 
trade,  who  have  lately  met  with  lomc 
very  capital  Ioffes  from  the  troubles 
which  reign  in  thofe  parts. 

The  two  Miffrs  Cliffords  who  lately 
failed  in  Holland,  w'crc  left  by  their  fa¬ 
ther,  who  died  about  fix  months  ago, 
the  fum  of  a8o,ocol.  each. 

It  is  faid  that  Sir  jofiuia  Van-neck  ha# 
fent  over  500,000!.  in  order  to  lupport 
the  credit  of  a  neighbouring  date. 

It  w'as  this  morning  reported  that  a 
great  company  held  notes  from  a  certain 
houfc  in  Holland,  which  they  had  dif- 
counted,  to  the  amount  of  200,000!. 

The  above  accounts  declare,  that 
there  is  not  more  than  300,000!.  defici¬ 
ency  in  the  cafh  of  the  above  houfe  ;  fo 
that  the  creditors  will  be  far  from  being 
fuch  great  lofers  as  was  at  fird  generally 
believed. 

It  is  generally  conje<51ured,  that  Meflrs 
Cliffords  w’ill  be  able  to  pay  about  one  ; 
half  of  what  they  have  douped  for.  ^ 

By  advices  from  the  Hague  wc  leam, 
that,  on  account  of  the  late  failures, the 
mer^ants  of  Holland  are  forbid  grant- 
ing  any  more  loans  to  foreign  powers 
for  a  limited  time.  4^ 

Private  letters  from  Holland  advife, 
that  a  fquadroii  of  I'cvcn  fiiips  is  fitting 
out  with  all  expedition  for  the  Eafl- 
Indies.  Of  thefc  veffels,  four  arc  fitted  ' 
out  by  the  city  of  Amderdam,  two  by, 
Rotterdam,  and  one  by  Delft.  '

particularly  fuccefsful  lad  year,  inlotnu(A 
that  they  have  determined  toextend  their 
commerce  with  the  oriental  quarter  of 
the  globe,  fur  which  purpo  'c  they  arc 
bulily  employed  in  making  preparations 
for  building  feveral  new*  (hips. 

A  letter  from  an  Irilh  gentleman  at 
Bologna  in  Italy,  to  his  friend  in  DubUn, 
relates,  that  a  young  lady,  daughter  of 
the  duke  of  Aranda,  having  eloped  with 

the  earl  of  G - ,  an  Englifh  noWc* 

man  on  bis  travels,  was  purfued  by  her 
father  and  a  numerous  train  of  doincf* 
lies,  who  came  up  with  the  fugtti^ 
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nfnrUdino,  in  the  territories  of  Venice; 
and  ttie  untartunatc  peer,  with  his  fair 
niiltrefs,  were  barbaroiifly  murdered  on 
tht  fp^>t,  by  the  orders  of  the  inhuman 
parent,  who,  with  his  fervants,  were 
arrerted  by  the  magiftrates  of  Udino, 
and  arc  now  in  prifoa  fv)r  a  murder  and 
witraxc  committed  in  the  Venetian  ftates 
Ctnitrary  to  the  laws  of  religrion,  nature, 
ami  nations.  The  legate  of  Bologna 
h-i^dem-inded  their  liberty,  in  the  name 
ut  the  pope,  and  that  the  delinquents 
may  tranfmitled  to  take  their  trials 
brfore  his  hoHnefs’s  judge;  but  the  fc- 
nate  of  Venice  have  refufed,  and  infift 
on  punilhing  an  offence  perj>etrated  on 
the  LTound  of  the  republic.  The  writer 
aikls  that  this  affair  is  likely  to  produce 
,  V  very  ferious  difpute  between  thefe 
I  twi)  powers. 

They  wTite  from  Genoa,  that  a  dif¬ 
pute  h  IS  lately  arifen  between  that  re¬ 
public  and  Venice,  which  is  likely  to 
terminate  in  ferious  confequences.

Governor  Johnftone  faid,he  concurred 
with  the  chairman  that  the  application 
was  proper;  he  intended  to  make  a  mo¬ 
tion  in  confequence  of  it,  but  chofr  to 
poftponc  it  until  he  had  heard  the  fenti- 
ments  of  the  proprietors  prefent.  It  was 
evident  fome  vent  muft  he  found  for  the 
prodigious  quantity  of  furplut  teas  now 
in  the.  warehoufes,  or  the  tea  trade  be 
intirely  abandoned.  Againft  the  latter^ 
unanfwerable  objedtions  arofe  refpe^ing 
the  trade  and  (hipping  of  this  kingdom. 
It  was  a  faifl  that  teas  were  wanted  a- 
broad,  they  might  therefore  be  exported 
without  dinger ;  but  ftHl  it  would  be 
prudent  to  obferve  due  caution  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  trial.  He  had  heard -no  objec¬ 
tion  of  weight  to  the  fcheme,  and  there¬ 
fore  faw  no  rcafon  but  to  approve  it.

Shall  1  add  the  raft 
ftuns  given  away  in  pcnfions  to  indigent 
merit,  and  the  liberal  donaiiona  to  di(* 
trcOcd  petit ionerfi,  with  thCnomberkb 
private  cbafitshlc  gifts  and  bcneftdHon*-^ 
Put  all  tbefe  expeticcs  together,  and  the 
t'Todigioiis  Aim  will  .  not  appear  inr*^ 
iuuBihlc,  nor  the  deficiency  ftrike  with 
amazement.  His  maielly  doth  not,  bke 
many  of  bis  prcdecciTora, .  fqtsaad^  ^ 
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vay  his  revenue  in  maintaining  and  pro¬ 
viding  for  whores,  and  in  cKCurfions  to. 
Vhe  coiiiinenl,  hoJt  in  the  improvement 
„f  domeftic  happinds,  the  go<¥i  of  hi« 
liibje^its.  and  the  genetous  encourage¬ 
ment  ot  pcilbns  cmii»ent  in  every  art  and 
feknee.

filyctt  good  iutereft  in  the  artiejes  charg¬ 
ed.  If  otir  gracious  fovereign  is  fomc- 
what  pr(<fnfc  in  the  purchating  nf.ph- 
tures,  antiques,  curiofities,  See.  what  rc- 
nc(5t^  iiotdithonour  on  the  wifdomofthe 
Pi  jili  m  monarch  or  a  German  emperor, 
c.niiiot  be  deemed  prodigality  in  the  Bri- 
tiiii  fovereign. 

“  From  the  above  confiderations,  and 
many  ethers  of  more  weight,  which  can¬ 
not  he  known  to  a  private  ftirfon,  the  rc- 
quclt  to  pailiamenl  is  reafnnable,  and  a 
grant  from  them  equitable.”

We  have  had  a  good  many 
arrivals  from  Am-rica,  which  have  re¬ 
lieved  ut  much;  and  I  hope  we  (hail  be 
onrfelvcs  again  loon,  if  we  have  but  good 
weather.  On  this  depends  the  whole.” 

Wednefday  fe’en- night,  fome  officers 
of  excife  fell  iq  with  a  gang  of  fmugglers 
near  Keilfton;  in  the  feufife,  a  gauger 
fired  at  one  of  their  horfrs,  and  the  Oiot 
unfurtunately  hit  one  of  the  party,  who, 
we  hear,  is  fince  dead  of  his  wounds;  at 
the  fanae  time,  they  made  a  feizure  of 
aAvnit  ninety  pounds  of  tea. 

Thurfday  fe’en-night,  betwixt  eight 
and  nine  at  night,  a  boy  in  Campfic  pa-

apd  obliged  the  fellow  to  difmount  and 
let  the  horfe  go;  he  fired  the  gun  after¬ 
wards  at  the*  thief,  but  unluckily  with¬ 
out  efte^. 

Mi>n4ay  night  in  the  evening,  about 
fix  oVWick,  fi'me  villains  broke  o|H*n  the 
door  the  fervant’s-hall  at  Roftbank, 
a;Kl  ftolc  the  ga-dener’s  cheft,  in  which 
were  fome  fruits,  iSce.  and  a  jKH'ket  l>(V)k 
ctMttaining  14  1. — The  cheft  was  foon  af¬ 
ter  found  in  an  adjoining  inclofure,  broke 
cqxm,  and  every  thing,  except  the  mo¬ 
ney,  which  they  had  carrietl  olT. 

Subferiptions  arc  opened  at  Edinburgh 
jmtl  Glafgow,  for  relieving  the  diftrtf- 
fi*4  of  numbers  people  out  of  employ¬ 
ment,  who  are  immeofely  numerous. 

About  eight  days  ago  a  fire  br()ke  out 
in  a  ftable  at  Hunter’s  hall,  near  Channel- 
kirk,  whie'h  intirely  confumed  the  fame. 

They  write  from  Dunoon,  that  on  Sa¬ 
turday  fe’en  night,  as  two  men  belong¬ 
ing  to  that  plate  were  returning  frotn^ 
the  Cloch  in  a  boat,  one  of  them,  w  hole* 
lumc  was  Patrick  Douglas,  accidentally 
fell  overboard  and  w’as  drowned :  his  bo¬ 
dy  is  not  yet  found. 

By  a  private  letter  from  Banff,  we  arc 
informed,  that,  on  Thurfday  Uft,  being 
St  John’s  fair  at  that  place,  feveral  mer- 
chantk  had  cloth  dole  from  their  (lands ; 
ai^d  that,  upon  a  learch  being  made, 
part  of  it  was  found  in  the  cuftoely  of 
fome  vagrants,  who,  being  unable  to 
give  a  proper  account  how  they  came  by 
the  cloth,  w’cre.  to  the  number  of  (even, 
apprehended  and  comibittcd  to  prii^. 


Letters  from  Banff  fumifb  ns  with  a 
recent,  and  Very  melancholy  inftance  of 
the  fatal  confcquences  of  the  want  of  a 
bridge  at  that  place.  On  Friday  mor¬ 
ning,  about  four  o’clock,  the  ferry-boat 
of  Banff  at  Dovern- mouth  was  carried 
dow’n  by  the  rapidity  of  the  current,  and 
the  whole  people  on  board,  confiding  of 
feven,  befides  the  boatman,  perifhed. 
Three  of  the  bodies  have  fiqcc  been 
thrown  afhore. — The  bridge  of  Banff 
was  fwept  aw'ay  by  the  fioods  in  1768. 

Extra^}  9J  a  Iftter  from  Dundee^ 
Jan,  8. 

“  About  three  o’clock  on  Tuefday 
morning,  a  fire  broke  out  in  a  new  boufe 
at  the  foot  of  Bonnet- hill,  which,  before 
alTiftancc  could  be  got,  intirely  confumed 
the  fame,  and  damaged  Ibme  adjoining  \ 
houfes.  No  lives  were  loft. 

“  Late  on  Thurfday  night,  a  filh*boat, 
coming  from  the  ferry  up  to  the  (hore^ 
«>verfet  in  a  giile  of  wind,  and  five  men 
perifhed ;  four  of  them  left  a  wife  and 
children,  and  the  fifth  was  coming  up  to 
the  town  to  buy  dune  necefiTaries  for  his 
wedding,  w’hich  was  to  have  been  cele¬ 
brated  on  Tuefday  next. 

“  On  Monday  night,  about  (even 
o’cKxrk,  a  mob  affembled,  and  having 
broke  up  the  pack-houfe,  took  out  fcvc- 
ral  lacks  of  wheat,  and  fome  of  bear,  and 
having  conveyed  them  to  the  crofs,  dif- 
tributed  them  to  any  perfon  that  would 
take  them  away.  The  fame  night  they 
pillaged  every  houfe  where  there  was 
any  meal,  &c.  broke  open  (evcral  cellars- 
wherein  ;)utatoes  had  been  depoQted  for 
exportation,  took  them  all  away,  and 
diftributed  them  in  like  manner,  ^nce 
that  night  they  have  carefully  watched 
all  the  avenues  to  the  town,  fcized  every 
load  of  meal,  carried  it  to  market,  and 
fold  it  at  their  own  price.  From  one 
vi(ffualler  they  have  taken  about  thirty 
bolls  of  meal.  On  Wednefday  night 
they  broke  into  private  houfes,  took  out 
what  meal  they  could  get,  and  went  off. 
As  w-e  have  no  military  in  town,  our 
magiflrates  have  done  all  that  lay  in  their 
power  to  quell  thefc  difturbances,  but  ia 
vain.  One  man,  a  dealer  in  meal,  hat 
been  obliged  to  take  (anCtuary  in  the 
tolbootfi,  to  (creen  him  from  the  fury  of 
the  mob;  and  we  are  not  yet  certain' 
whaf  it  will  turn  out  to.  On  Friday 
night  they  attacked  the  boule  of  Mr* 
Milne  of  Milnfield,  a  jullice  of  peace^ 
broke  to  pieces  every  thing,  valuable/ 
fuch  as  a  fine  houlc  clock,  lookin^^ 
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gbfles.  See.  and  hewed  and  deftroyed 
with  hatchets  the  doors  and  wainfeot 
p;irtitions :  a  body  of  the  people  of  the 
Carfc  coining  up,  an  encounter  enfued, 
in  which  one  of  the  Dundee’s  mob  was 
killed,  feveral  others  wounded,  fomc  a- 
mifllng,  and  hftcen  of  the  ringleaders  ta¬ 
ken  priloncrs;  and,  on  Saturday  mor- 
II  n-,  conveyed  under  an  efcortc  of  Carfe 
fanners  to  the  prifon  of  Perth.” 

I'he  above  rioters  were  brought  here 
on  Sunday  night  under  an  efcorte  of  the 
military;  and  committed  to  the  tolbootb, 
ill  order  to  (land  trial  for  fuch  daring 
crimes. 

On  Friday  morning,  at  eight  o’clock, 
cure  on  1^1‘qre  the  high  court  of  jufti- 
.ci  iry,  the  trial  of  Murdifon  and  Miller 
([Pa;e  71.].  The  examination  of  the 
witiiefles  on  the  part  of  the  profecutor 
continued  till  eight  o’clock  on  Saturday 
morning,  and  of  thofe  adduced  in  excul¬ 
pation  till  five  o’cl(x:k  that  evening; 
when  the  lord  advocate  fummed  up  the 
evidence  in  behalf  of  the  crown  in  a  ve¬ 
ry  mafterly  manner,  as  did  MeflVs  Crof- 
bie  and  Rac  no  Icfs  ably  on  the  part  of 
the  panels.  The  jury  inclofed  about 
eleven,  and,  though  extremely  fatigued, 
did  not  difmifs  till  five  o’clock  next  mor¬ 
ning.  On  Monday  at  noon  they  return¬ 
ed  the  following  verdict:

P  *rt  of  twenty-one  ewes,  the  property 
of  Thomas  Gibfon  tenant  in  Griefion, 
in  the  county  forefaid,  found  on  the 
panel’s  faun  afivrelaid;  and  all  in  one 
Vvicc  find  the  following  articles  of  Ibc, 
indi^lmi  nt  proven  againft  the  faid  A- 
icxaiider  Murdifon,  viz.

*  the  farm  of  the  f^d  panel ;  and  all  in  one 
‘  voice  find  the  indirftment  proven  againft 
‘  John  Miller  the  other  panel,  in  lo  fir 

*  as  regards  the  ten  ewes  and  lamba,  the 
‘  property  of  George  Cranflon,  Efq;  of 
‘  Dewar,  and  eleven  ewes  and  iambs, 
‘  the  property  of  David  Tweedie  tenant

Mr  Crofbie  obferved  there  was  an  in¬ 
formality  in  the  verdid,  as  Ihcrc  were 
two  crimes  charged,  viz.  either  flealiog 
the  fheep,  or  receiving  them,  knowing 
them  to  be  flolen ;  and  the  jury  had  not 
fpedfied  which  of  thefc  crimes  the  pri- 
foners  were  guilty  of,  each  article  of  the 
libel  being  an  alternative  propofkion ;  he 
therefore  moved  the  court  to  delay  pro¬ 
nouncing  fentence  till  fomc  fuUiie  day, 
and  to  hear  council  on  the  verdid. 
This  the  court  agreed  to,  and  adjourned 
till  to-morrow  at  one  o’clock,  when  they 
are  to  meet  for  that  purpofe. , 

On  Monday  James  Baillie  was  brought 
to  the  bar  of  the  court  of  judiciary.  He 
was  condemned  to  be  hanged  for  mur¬ 
der  in  December  1771,  but  had  received 
his  majefty’s  pardon,  on  condition  of 
tranfpurting  himfelf  within  a  certain 
time.  As  he  had  not  complied  with  the 
condition  of  hrs  pardon,  the  lord  advo¬ 
cate  prayed  the  court  to  order  the  for¬ 
mer  fentence  to  be  executed  upon  him. 
Mr  Crofbie  faid,  the  rcafon  of  his  not 
tranfporting  himfelf  was  owing  to  fick-. 
nefs,  and  other  unavoidable  caufes,  and 
infided,  that,  as  all  trials  before  the  court 
of  judiciary  were  by  jury,  that  the  court 
could  not  proceed  againd  Baillie;  but 
that  the  reafons  of  his  not  complying 
with  the  condition  of  bis  pardon  muft 
come  under  the  cognizance  of  a  jury. 
The  lord  advocate  on  the  other  hand 
maintained,  that  this  was  no  new  trial, 
but  only  putting  the  former  fcotence  in 
execution,  and  therefore  the  court  bad  a. 
right  to  proceed  in  it.  As  this  was  tn- 
tircly  a  new  cafe,  the  court  delayed  gi¬ 
ving  their  opinions  in  it  till  the  8tli  o£ 
FclKuary,  that  they  might  have  time  to 
inquire  into  the  pradicc  of  the  courts  in 
England  in  fimilar  cafes.

Ycfterday  morning  eirly  an  attempt 
was  made  by  the  prifoners,  who  are  vei  y

city,  by  making  a  breach  in  the  wall;  in 
which  they  were  tioieoufly  prevented  by 
the  icntiiicls  on  duty,  who,  upon  the 
fiilt  alarm,  called  the  afhllancc  <*f  their 
brethren  from  the  city-gn.od.
